Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Borough  for  the 

year  1966. 

The  Adjusted  Death  Rate  is  again  slightly  higher  than  the  average  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  main  causes  of  death,  in  descending  order  were 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  with  137  cases  (46$) } vascular  lesions  of 
the  nervous  system  with  59  cases  (20$)  and  cancer  with  45  cases  (15$)#  These 
three  main  causes  were  responsible  for  82$  of  the  total  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  293-  Of  these  147  (50$) 
were  aged  75  and  over,  226  (77$)  aged  65  and  over,  and  271  (92$)  aged  55  and  over. 

During  the  year  many  calls  were  made  from  the  Health  Department  on  the 
services  of  the  Womens  Royal  Voluntary  Service.  On  every  occasion  they 
responded  promptly  and  cheerfully  to  every  call  for  assistance  whether  it  be  in 
the  form  of  clothing,  bedding  or  provisions.  Indeed  on  occasions  they  put  our 
own  social  services  to  shame  with  the  trouble  they  took  to  help  the  needy. 

Another  of  their  activities  is,  of  course,  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service, 
without  which  many  an  elderly  or  infirm  person  would  be  unable  to  carry  on  at  home. 
The  number  of  meals  served  yearly  since  the  Service  started  in  1962  is  as  follows  :

Comparability  Factors 

Since  1954  the  Registrar  General  has  issued  an  "area  comparability  factor" 
for  each  County  District  and  for  the  County  as  a whole.  The  reason  for  this 
is  to  allow  for  the  way  in  which  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  local 
population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

Since  1937  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been  adjusted  to 
take  into  account  the  presence  of  residential  institutions  in  the  area. 

When  the  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  the  factor,  they 
are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  ninth  Annual  Report  for  your  con- 
sideration. The  introduction  of  new  legislation  has  continued  to  provide 
additional  duties  but  with  the  able  assistance  of  the  staff  of  the  Department, 
the  work  has  been  tackled  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

The  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Council  have 
during  the  year  been  kept  fttLly  informed  of  the  work  undertaken  by  the  staff 
and  employees  of  the  Department  through  the  medium  of  the  Minutes  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee.  It  is  not  my  intention,  therefore,  to  repeat  at 
length  in  this  Report  details  of  which  the  Council  are  already  aware. 

The  compilation  of  the  statistics  are  a useful  indication  of  the 
work  undertaken  and  act  as  a guide  to  our  future  activities. 

Whilst  this  report  was  being  prepared,  Mr.  Aucott,  who  was 
appointed  Technical  Assistant  for  a temporary  period  of  two  years,  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Borough  Surveyor fs  Department.  His  work  in  connection  with  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  has  provided  a good  foundation 
upon  which  future  inspections  may  be  carried  out.  The  office  records  are  an 
indication  of  the  conscientious  manner  in  which  he  performed  his  task. 

We  shall  also  be  sorry  to  lose  the  services  of  Miss  G.  Lomas,  who 
has  been  a Clerk/Shorthand  Typist  in  the  Department  for  a period  of  seven  and 
a half  years.  We  wish  her  every  success  in  her  new  appointment  with 
Chapel-en-le-Frith  Rural  District  Council. 

I should  once  again  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
Officials  and  Staff  of  other  Departments  for  their  kind  and  considerate 
co-operation  throughout  the  year. 

Finally,  I am  indebted  to  the  staff  and  employees  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  their  continued  loyalty  and  support.

104  samples,  including  59  milks,  were  taken  under  the  above  Act  in 
the  area  of  the  Borough  of  Buxton  during  the  year  1966. 

A sample  of  Pasteurised  Channel  Island  Milk  contained  a small 
amount  of  added  water.  Samples  taken  at  the  Dairy  before  bottling  were 
satisfactory,  others  after  bottling  contained  small  amounts  of  added 
water  due  to  inadequate  draining  of  the  plant  before  treatment  of 
Channel  Island  Milk.  The  Dairy  Company  was  cautioned. 

An  untreated  milk  sample  was  deficient  in  fat.  One  of  6 samples 
from  individual  chums  was  also  fat  deficient  but  the  average  of  the 
whole  consignment  was  satisfactory  and  no  further  action  was  taken. 

An  informal  sample  of  pork  sausages  contained  sulphur  dioxide 
preservative  although  this  was  not  declared  at  the  time  of  sale.  The 
manufacturer  was  cautioned. 


The  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory.
